WITNESSES TELL OF 
TEPPFLIN RAD IN 
HEART OF LONDON 


Persons Arriving in New York 
on Orduna Saw Air Craft 
Over Theater District. 


THOUSANDS ON STREETS 
Aeroplanes and Anti-Craft Guns 


Fired Incessantly — Believed 
to Have Hit Invaders. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—A handful of 
persons, from the millions who saw the 
first Zeppelin raid over the heart of 
London, on the night of Sept. 8, reached 
New York today aboard the steamship 
Orduna with thrilling stories of the fight 
in the sky between the invaders and 
British aircraft, and other details of the 
damage inflicted which had hitherto 
been suppressed by the British censor. 

There were said to be three Zeppelins 
in the fleet, although those who told 
the story today had seen only one. They 
circled’ over the theater and hotel dis- 
trict of London, dropping explosive and 
incendiary bombs. One of the latter, it 
was said, destroyed by fire an entire 
block of warehouses within five min- 
utes’ walk of St. Paul’s Cathedral: An 
explosive bomb ripped through a six- 
story tenement in the center of the city, 
shattering the building from top to bot- 
tom and killing a dozen or more men, 
women and children as they slept. 

Hospitals Damaged. 

Several bombs, according to the eye 
witnesses, fell near three hospitals in a 
cluster, the central one of which was 
the Opthalmic hospital, full of “wounded 
soldiers. All buildings were rocked to 
their foundations and not a pane of 
glass was left intact. The patients had 
to be moved into the street, where they 
lay for hours on their cots while the 
damage was repaired. 

Pieced together from accounts given 
by the Orduna’s passengers, the story 
of the air raid was as follows: 

The raid occurred between 10:45 and 
11:15 o’clock on the night of Sept. 8, a 
raid the previous night reached the east- 
ern section of the city, but not the heart. 
Persons asleep in the Metropole, the 
Victoria and other hotels in the center 
of the city were awakened by the inces- 
‘sant wntrr or deroplane engines as the 
British air fleet took wing to repel the 
invaders. Just as the Zeppelins ap- 
peared over the Strand, most of the 
theaters were pouring their crowds into 
the street. 


Fight for Taxicabs. 

There, according to some passengers, u 
panie impended when the first word of 
the approaching air craft was passed in 
whispers. The lights were turned off 
and men and women in evening clothes 
fought for taxicabs and other vehicles 
to take them home. Other passengers 
said there was no panic, but that a 
great wave of fear seemed to engulf this 
section of the darkened city before the 
an-craft guns began to pop away. 
Suddenly, from every section of Lon- 
don, the sky was swept by long white 
beams from scores of searchlights. The 
tops of these beams were not long in 
resting upon what they sought. When 
the Zeppelin was found, a dozen or more 
searchlights focused their rays upon it, 
stretching back to scattered points in 
the city like the long white ribs of a 
fancy fan. 

Two searchlights finally centered on a 
Zeppelin while the others continued to 
search the sky for more aircraft. Al 
ready the*air was dotted with aero- 
planes which could be seen frequently 
as they crossed the searehlight beam 
circling upward. 


Roar of Guns From City. 

The roar*of the guns from the city 
Was punctuated at intervals by the ex- 
‘plosions of bombs which fell in New- 
gate street, not far from St. Paul's Ca- 
thedral in Holborn, in Cheapside, in 
Bloomfield street, not far from the Liv- 
erpool Street Station and near the wa- 
ter front of the Thames River in that 
section of the city in which St. Paul's 
is located. 

“The Zeppelins seemed to float lazily 
above us, said Miss A. S. Tatham ef 
Sydney, Australia, who was staying at 
the Victoria Hotel, near Charing Cross. 
It reminded me of nothing so much as 

There was hardly a space of five 
seconds during the 10 minutes or more 
that the searchlight beams rested on 
the raider, eyewitnesses said, that 
the sky was not lightened by flashes 
of exploding shells. As the noise of 
cannonading grew louder those who 
had fled at first to cellars gained cour- 
age and came out into the streets. 
They were in almost every stage of 
undress and thousands of men, women 
and children walked the streets, or 
stood in groups, gazing upward, 
dressed only in their night clothes. 

Light Skies Like Meteors. 

“The bursting shells, lighting the 
sky like meteors, shattered into sud- 
den fire all around the Zeppelin. The 
spits of flame seemed to be finding 
their target. Meantime, the Zeppelin 
maneuvered over the Holborn section 
of London, circling at least twice. 
These maneuvers ended when a shell 
huurst almost directly under the air- 
craft's bow. 

„ swerve, a sudden dip and the 
searchligtits lost the Zeppelin.

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CRONE TO PLEAD * 


GUILTY AND ASK 
FOR A PAROLE 


His Lawyer So Announces After 
Change of Venue to Grimm's 
Court Is Obtained. 


REALTY, MAN IN COURT 


Plea for Mercy to Be Based on 
Understanding That Friends 
Will Make Restitution. 


Charles Christian Crone, the Nofth 
Broadway real estate dealer, whose de- 
falcations to clients are believed to to- 
tal nearly $50,000, will plead guilty to 
four charges of first-degree forgery and 
ask for a parole, according to an en- 
nouncement this morning’ by his attor- 
ney, Campbell Cummings. 

The announcement was made after 
Circuit Judge Cave, before 
Crones cases were set for trial today, 
had granted a change of venue to Di- 
vision No. 12, presided over by Judge 
Grimm. It was contained in a written 
statement Cummings gave to reporters. 
‘The case is set for hearing by Judge 
Grimm, Sept. 29. 

Circuit Attornéy Harvey immediately 
declared he would resist an application 
for a parole. He declared he would rec- 
ommend a minimum of 10 years’ impris- 
onment, as in the recent case of A. H. 
Frederick, in view of Crone’s ad- 
vanced age, but said he would recom- 
mend nothing less. He declined to com- 
ment further on Cummings’ statement. 

Court Sounded on Parole. 

Cummings previously had sounded 
Judge Cave on the question of a pa- 
role for Crone, explaining that he did 
so at the request of the latter’s friends, 
who had told him, he said, they were 
willing to make restitution to Crone’s 
victims, if thereby they would have him 
from the penitentiary. Judge Cave re- 
fused to consider it. 

Judge Grimm, when told of the change 
of venue to his court, refused to say 
what his attitude would be on a parole 
for Crone. He declared it would be im- 
proper for him to discuss the matter 
with any person until it came officially 
before him. 

Crone, looking much improved in 
health, accompanied his attorney to the 
court room and gat in q rear seat 


Harvey and Judge Cave held. a brief 
conference in the Judge's chambers. At 
its conclusion the Judge announced from 
the bench: : 

“In view of statements made in cham- 
bers by the attorney for Crone, these 
cases are transferred to Division No. 
* 


J have the highest respect and con- 
tidence in the impartiality as well as 
the legal ability of Judge Have, Cum- 
mings’ statement read. and I would 
not have taken this change of venue 
from him except for the fact that Mr. 
Crone’s health is such that the ordeal 
of a trial might bring on a second stroke 
of apoplexy, which might prove fatal, 
and, consequently, there being but one 
step left to me, namely to enter a plea 
of guilty and file an application for a 
rarole, my client’s interests as well as, 
I believe, the interests of society, de- 
mand that another Judge shall pass 
upon his parole. 

He Discusses Parole. 

“His parole. is one phase of his case, 
under the circumstances, that the trial 
Judge must pass upon, although Judge 
Cave is, I recognize acting from the 
highest motives of public good in stat- 
ing that he would not parole Mr. Crone, 
nevertheless, it seems to me, that his 
friends, wishing to make restitution and 
save him from death, are acting from 
an equally high motive. 

Perhaps another Judge will support 
Judge Cave in his position, but, if he 
does, I.can only express a keen regret 
that so many people, who have lost their 
savings for the protection of their old 
age, will be left destitute, and tnat 
they, as well as Mr. Crone’s life, will 
be sacrificed fcr an idea. 

“Consequently I shall enter a plea of 
guilty and file an application that Mr. 
Crone be puroled if his friends make 
restitution If paroled, he will be under 
the supervision of the Court for two 
years, and if his friends fail to make 
restitution, he enn be sent up at any 
time to the penitentiary. 

„ cannot help but believe, inasmuch 
as the question of Mr. Crone’s parole 
has been thrown into the court of public 
opinion, that if they, the people, spoke, 
those who wish his parole, under all the 
circumstances of his particajar case, 
would be in a vast majority. I also be- 
lieve, if it were possible to leave this 
question to a jury, that the jury would 
unanimously vote for it.“ 

Crone is 64 years old. He had offices 
at 3618 North Broadway and lived at 
6226 Waterman avenue. After his arrest 
he moved to 4643 Berlin avenue. The 
minimum punishment for forgery in the 
first degree, of which he is accused on 
four counts, is 10 years in prison. 

Crone’s operations were exposed by 
the Post-Dispatch April 15, when the 
Frederick scandal was frésh in public 
interest. It was learned at that time 
that Crone had been compelled to make 
restitution of $25,000 to the estate of 
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Timothy Danaher Weeps When 
Told to Appear to Answer 
physical Incapacity Charge.

Another arrest that Danaher was 
proud of was that of a burglar who 
had ransacked 40 residences on the South 
Side. . 

Mrs. Kate Castleman of 3693 Lindell 
boulevard, rewarded Danaher and others 
with $500 when they took into custody 
the Charles Vance gang of daylight 
burglars who had looted a number of 
West End homes, including that of Mrs. 
Castleman, a few years ago. q 

On June 24, 1910, Danaher was struck 
on the head by a scantling which fell 
from a building at Eleventh street and 
Franklin avenue. It had been loosened 
by wind and fell as Danaher was mak- 
ing a round of pawnshops in search of 
stolen property. 

He sustained a blood clot and later 
partial paralysis crippled his right 
side. He obtained a furlotgh of 60 
days and when he returned to work 
he told his friends he felt greatly 
improved. His appearance did not in- 
dicate an improvement, his fellow 
workers say. 

Danaher lives with his wife and five 
children at 3632 Forest Park boule- 
vard. If he is dropped now he will 
get $1500 from the Police Relief As- 
sociation. If a member of the de-

“WY OR WALLIN 


Director of Psycho-Educational 
Clinic Says Decrease in Year 
Is Nearly 25 Per Cent. 


Dr. J. E. Wallace Wallin, director of 
the psycho-educational clinic of the St. 
Louis public schools, is preparing his 
first annual report on the work of ed- 
ucating feeble-minded children. 

He told a Post-Dispatch repcrter to- 


day that this report would show a de- 
crease of nearly 26 per cent in the last 
year in the number of children listed as 
feeble-minded. The report will also tell 
of Dr. Wallin's plan to take charge of 
stammering children and cure them at 
an early age, and of other plans for ex- 
tension of the work of his department. 

Dr. Wallin said that, fhen he came to 
St. Louls a year ago to take charge of 
the psycho-educational clinic, 468 pupils 
were receiving instruction in special 
schools for the feeble-minded. Dr. Wal- 
lin has found that some of these chil- 
dren were not feeble-minded, but only 
backward and by a reclassifying he 
has reduced the number of pupils in 
special schools to 372. 


More Boys Thay Girls. 


Three times as Many boys as giris 
are sent to him for examination. This 
is partly accounted for because many 
boys need only disciplinary measures, 
and that girls are more prone to make 
harder efforts to retain their classes) 

Dr. Wallin found that of the total 
number examined by him, seven per 


-}eent proved normal: 12 per cent showed 


evidence of retarded intellect; 33 per 
cent were listed as backward and 11 per 
cent on the border-line between back- 
wardness anc the first state of feeble- 
mindedness in which the child is known 
as a moron.“ Of the moron class there 
were 15 per cent; 14 per cent were im- 
beciles and 1 per cent were idiots. 
Of the entire number, 20 per cent had 
speech defects. 

Of all the cases examined by Dr. Wal- 
lin, 9.5 per cent were excluded from the 
schools because of their extremely low 
mentality, and 5 per cent were sent back 
to their regular classes. Thirty-nine per 
cent were placed in the special schools, 
and 38 per cent sent to ungraded classas 
in their own schools. Thirty-seven pu- 
pils were recommended for the Missouri 
Colony for the Feeble-Minded and Epi- 
leptic at Marshall. 

In commenting on the larger percent- 
age of boys in the special schools, Dr. 
Wallin said the male sex runs more to 
extremes, that there are more geniuses 
and more idiots among men than among 
women. 3 


Inspector Visits Home. 

When a child is sent to the clinic for 
examination, a school Inspector of Hy- 
giene makes a full report upon the pa- 
tient, suplemented by one from the 
school nurse, who has visited the home 
to see the surroundings in which the 
child is reared. 

Then the child is examined to ascer- 
tain the level of intelligence, as for 
instance, whether he or she is 12 years 
old, with the mind of a child of 7: the 
strength of mentality is taken, and then 
a physical examination is made to de- 
termine whether physical growth is nor- 
mal. 

The parent then is summoned. If the 
child is weak-minded the parent is told 
to safeguard it from the impositions of 
other children. Here is where Dr. Wal- 
lin has to use diplomacy, for no parent 
is proud of a feeble-minded child. Yet 
the said that in only five cases in St. 
Louis has he had trouble on this score. 
He goes on the principle that it is better 
to tell the truth outright than to deceive 
a parent. 

One mother flatly contradicted Dr. 
Wallin when he announced that her son 
was feeble-minded. She said it could 
not be possible, as she was strong-mind- 
ed, and his father was noted for his 
ability in oratory. She refused to have 
the boy placed in a special school, Dr. 
Wallin then sent for the father, and 
told him exactly how matters stood, 
and after a little reasoning the father 
accepted Dr. Wallin’s advice as to the 
boy’s treatment. 


Moves to Another Home. 


Recently a mother, whose child was 
sent to the clinic, moved to another 
home, so that she might be near a cer- 
tain special school. Then, when the 
boy was examined, it was found that he 
was only backward, and not feeble- 
minded at all, so he was placed in an 
ungraded class, and the mother moved 
back to her former home. 

In many cases there is weeping and 
wailing on the part of. the mother, and 
then Dr. Wallin has to wait until the 
tears have ceased. 

Dr. Wallin personally visits the homes 
of many of the children to ascertain 
what influences may have been brought 
to bear upon the child, and possibly 
stunted mental growth. In some cases 
he finds that conditions are discourag- 
ing, and in others that heredity has 
pla ved a part.

Major conceived 
the idea of having a special train 
which would take him and his military 
staff and other State officials to the 
fair. He also had decided to take a 
band and a large amount of literature 
advertising the State. 
He called newspaper correspondents 
inte his office and explained the pro- 
posed trip in detail. He estimated the 
cost would be about $26,000. He care- 
fully explained that he would not ask 
the Legislature for the money and 
would not put himself in the position 
of urging it, but suggested that it would 
be a fine thing for the State t the 
newspapers would push it through.

In an effort to adjust the trade dif- 
ferences between American importers 
and persons with whom they had been 
in the habit of dealing in Mngiland, 
Great Britain sent over Sir Richard 


After two months of negotiations, how- 
ever, the undertaking was discontinued 
for the reason that Great Britain refused 
te recede from the conditions set up by 
the British Board of Trade. 

To handle the wool industry the Brit- 
ish Board of Trade selected as the 
American agent of the British Govern- 
ment the Textile Alliance, Inc., of this 
city, the main offices of which are No. 
i East Seventeenth street, with a branch 
at No. 12 Milk street, Boston. 

A. M. Patterson, formerly selling agent 
for the Waterloo Mills, was selected to 
head the alliance, and upon him has de- 
veloped the duty of seeing to it that 
the American manufacturers comply 
with the conditions stipulated by Great 
Britain. The Textile Alliance has be- 
come one of the most important insti- 
tutions in the United States. Member- 
ship in ft is a requisite to any im- 
porter or manufacturer in procuring 
weol from the British domains. 

Importers Pay Expenses, 

In addition the expenses of the Tex- 
tile Alliance are paid by the importers 
and not by th British Government. An 
application for British wool is direct 
and simple. The American importer 
foins the Textile Alliance. He is com- 
pelled to fill out an application to the 
Textile Alliance, Inc., making applica- 
tion for permission to import a stated 
amount of weol or wool products from 
a given British firm and guaranteeing 
in oonsideration for this “privilege” 
that he will not sell any wool to anyone 
without securing the written consent 
of the Alliance to such sale; that he 
will not export any wool or wool prod- 
ucts to any country except Great Brit- 
ain; that he will require any person to 
whom he sells any wool to furnish a 
similar guarantee. 

The alliance, if it approves the import- 


eri application, forwards it to Great 


Britain, where it eventually is passed 
upon by the proper British officials. 
And the American importer gets or 
doesn’t get his wool, as these officials 
see fit. There is a “purchaser's guar- 
antee."" This form of guarantee is made 
out by the would-be purchaser of wool 
or wool products and addressed to the 
Textile Alliance,- Inc. The intending 
purchaser asks the alliance’s permis- 
sion to buy a stated quantity of wool 
from a named American importer. In 
consideration of the ailliance’s permis- 
sion for this transaction, the purchaser 
solemnly pledges not to sell any of the 
wool thereby obtained nor any manu- 
facturea articies in which it has been 
used to anyone without first obtaining 
the written approval of the alliance, 
and second, a similar guarantee is re- 
quired of the would-be purchaser and 
also of the importer. 

The purchaser further agrees to fur- 
nish the alliance, upon request, at any 
time, with detailed statements of all 
woo! and wool »roducts purchased and 
sold by him; to execute and deliver a 
bond at any time if required to do so 
by the British Government to insure 
the fulfillment of the guarantee; not to 
export any of the wool or articles man- 
ufactured therewith to any nation save 
Great Britain; that the agreement is to 
remain in full force until Great Britain 
shall have signed peace treaties with 
all belligerent nations, and lastly, give 
a full release to A. M. Patterson indi- 
vidually and as an officer of the Textile 
Alliance from all lability. 

This guarantee is forwarded to the 
British “Consul. He sends it to the 
agent of the Alliance in the particular 
part of the British dominions having 
supervision over its wool products. 
The British agent submits it to the 
proper local Government official. It 
is optional with him whether he ap- 
proves or disapproves of the applica- 
tion. If he approves it the American 
applicant gets the wool. If he does 
not approve it the American appli- 
ant does not get the wool. 

The responsibility of the Textile 
Alliance to the British Government 
is set forth in a letter. The follow- 
ing is a copy:

On behalf of the Textile Alliance, 
Inc., we, the undersigned directors,

Rubber Included Now. 
The agreement with the British Gov- 


ernment has since been modified, the 
most important change being to make 
the guarantee cover the exportation of 
all rubber to any country save Great 
Britain. 

The financial agents of the British 
Government in this country through 
whick wool imports must be financed 
were named in the last circular issued 
by the Textile Alliance, Inc., as Messrs. 
Kidder, Peabody & Co., Brown Bros. 
& Co., Lee Higginson & Co., J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., the Standard Bank of South 
Africa, Limited, and the San Francisco 
agency of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporations. All bills of lading 
on wool. shipment have to be cleared 
throvgh President Patterson. 

Specified the Ports. 

The same circular, dated June 21, 1915, 
named the ports through which Amer- 
ican shipments of woolen goods made 
in any form can enter and depart from 
this country. These are Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and San Francisco. 

Having obtained absolute control over 
the manufacture of British wool in this 
country, the Textile Alliance, respond- 
ing to the influences of the British 
Government, extended its dictation to 
cover all wool and articles made there- 
from. This, of course, meant American 
wool was bought under the same condi- 
tions as foreign wool. In other words, 
the British Government took the posl- 
tion that no American manufacturer 
may send his goods, whether made from 
British or American wool, to any point 
except those permitted by the guaran- 
tee and under conditions applied to for- 
eign wool. 

The circular of the Textile Alliance 
sets forth this fact, and there is the 
testimony of a Philadelphia manufac- 
turer, S. & S. B. Fleisher of Philadel- 
phia, which is given herewith to prove 
it. 

Winthrop L. Marven, secretary and 
treasurer to the National Association 
of Wool Manufacturers, when seen at 
the offices of the association, 683 At- 
lantic avenue, Boston, the other day, 
said: ,

The subject of textile alliance and 
its methods is one which the manufac- 
turers will not willingly disouss, owing 
te their fear that the power of the 
British Government may he thrown 
against them and their supply of wool 
either curtailed or shut off entirely. 


Alliance Not Popular. 
“The Textile Alliance is not a pop- 
ular institution with American manu- 
facturers of woolens and worsteds. 


“Under the stipulations of the Tex- 
tile Alliance, which has the authority 
ef the British Government behind it, 
American manufacturers are de- 
barred from even shipping wool or 
its derivatives to South America. 
The Textile Alliance charges 1 per 
dent of the value of the wool it 
procures for its members for its 
services. 

“I have heard that some of the small- 
cr firms have refused to sign the re- 
quired stipulation and have been black- 
listed by the alliance. These blacklisted 
flii ma are not permitted to receive any 
wool and refused the sanction of the

A member of the firm of Fleisher & 

Co., to a World reporter in Philadelphia, 
said. 
„Business honestly dictated our with- 
drawal from the Textile Alliance, We 
are manufacturers of worsteds. At the 
ecutbreak of the war we sent a man 
to Europe to take orders. He secured 
orders from Holiand, Norway, Sweden, 
France and other countries. Tbat was 
before the Textile Alliance was organ- 
ized. When we began filling the orders 
Mr. Patterson came to us and told us 
we would have to join the organization 
ic we wished to continue the receiving 
of imported woola., ; 

“The British Government also decreed 
that no persons in this country receiv- 
ing British wool should export woolen 
goods to any country except “anada. 
That was too much for us. We insisted 
that as American manufacturers we had 
a right to export goods made of Ameri- 
can wool and that our business honor 
éemanded that we fulfill contracts made 
in good faith. 

“The object of the British Govern- 
metn in restricting all exportation 
was mot mecessarily a war measure 
bet was an attempt te throttle the 
expansion of business of American 
manufacturers abroad. The trade 
representatives of England know 
that once the foreign market used 
the product of American mills they 
would continue te de so and that 
England would lose a most impor- 
tant part of ita commerce. The Tex- 
tile Alliance communicated with us 


and the result is that we are not 
now a member of that organization. 


“We are carrying out our contracts 
in every instance, irrespective of the 
Textile Alliance or the mandates of the 
British Government. As an American 
manufacturer we feel that we have the 
right to extend out business wherever 
possible, without interference from any 
foreign Government. 

“Some of our shipments have been 
held up, and in some instances the 
steamship companies have refused to 


receive our goods, but there is one 


thing any customer of ours may depend 


vpon—we will carry out our business 
contracts wherever possible.“ 


How Business is Transacted, 

Aside from the printed circulars sent 
out by the Textile Alliance, in which 
the conditions imposed by the. British 
Government on wool dealers and woolen 
manufacturers are set forth the com- 
munication between the Textile A'liance 
and American importers is by first hand 
and not in the nature of written corres- 
pondence. The method of communica- 
tion is this: 

President Patterson calls up an Amer- 
ican importer on the telephone and in- 
vites him to call at the alliance head- 
quarters. If the importer does not come 
President Patterson goés to see him. 
Occasionally the importer receives a 
polite request to call upon Sir Richard 
Crawford, who is officially attached to 
the British Embassy. He is then in- 
formed as to the conditions under which 
he will be permitted to do business out-

WILL UNDERWRITE 
GREDIT 10 ALLIES 


Banks and. Trust ‘Companies 
Throughout the Country to Be 
Invited to Participate, 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. -The largest un- 
derwriting syndicate the Western world 
ever has known was in process of for- 
mation today to handle ‘the proposed 
“billion dollar“ credit loan to Great 
Britain and France, which now has 
shrunk, it is reported, to a sum yet to 
be determined, between $600,000,000 and 
$800, 000,000. 

This mammoth syndicate, according to 
tentative arrangements said to have 
been agreed upon, will be nation-wide 
in character, comprising national and 
state banks and trust companies from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. A number 
of so-called pro-German financiers, it 
was reported, will join the syndicate if 
it be finally agreed that the proceeds 
of the big loan shall be available only 
fcr commodity exports and not for 
war munitions. 

The price at which this syndicate will 


ment bonds, issued to secure the loan 
will be par. The bonds will pay five 
per cent interest and will be a first 
mortgage upon the entire British Em- 
pire and France and her colonics. 
Other Obligations Subordinate. 

All other obligations of the two na- 
tions would de subordinated to the pro- 
posed big bond issue here. Even the 
staggering sums raised by bond issues 
at home, with which the war has been 
carried on, will come second to the 
loan to be floated here when the time 
comes to pay the principal. 

For the first time in history the En- 
glish pound sterling has yielded first 
place in international finance to the 
American dollar in the respect that the 
whole big issue of bonds will be pay- 
able in American dollars, principal and 
interest. For generations Great Brit- 
ain's bonds have been payable only in 
sterling. 

The bonds will run five or 10 years; 
it is nat yet known which. 

In agreeing to have the issue handled 
by an underwriting syndicate, the An- 
glo-French Financial Commission, whose 
errand here is to establish the loan, 
apparently has deferred to the views of 
American financiers, the original inten- 
tion of the commission having been re- 
ported to provide for general subscrip- 
tion to the bonds without the under- 
writer as a middleman. 

As soon as the definite terms of the 
proposed loan shall have been agreed 
upon in their entirety, banks and trust 
companies throughout the country, it is 
understood, will be invited to become 
parties to the syndicate of underwriters, 
It is regarded as certain that the mem- 
bership of the syndicate will consist of 
hundreds of institutions, and possibly 
thousands. These banks will be given 
a small profit on the transaction, some- 
where in the neighborhood of one-half 
of 1 per cent, it is believed. 


JOHN D. JR. ON LONG-PLANNED 
VISIT TO COLORADO MINES 


Arrives With Party at Trinidad to 
Inspect Rockefeller Coal 
Properties. 

TRINIDAD, Colo., Sept. 20.—John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. arrived here today for 
an inspection of the properties of the 

Colorado Fuel & Iron Co. 

Rockefeller and his party probably 
will spend two or three weeks in Col- 
orado. He has just visited his father 
in Cleveland. 

The Colorado visit of Rockefeller as 
active representative of. the -principal 
mining interest of the Colorado Fuel 
and Iron Co. has been planned since 
early in the year. It had its inception 
at the New York hearings before the 
Federal Commission on Industrial Re- 
lations. On Jan. 27 Rockefeller was a 
witness before the commission. After 
leaving the stand for the noon recess 
the capitalist stopped to speak to 
Mother“ Mary Jones, Colorado labor 
enthusiast, and she invited him to visit 
Colorado ‘‘while the ashes of Ludlow 
are still hot.’’ 

Other labor leaders present at the in- 
dustrial relations hearing urged Rocke- 
feller to visit the scenes of the recently 
ended Colorado coal miners’ strike. 

Rockefeller began his inspection 


by a visit to the Berwind mine. The 
Rockefeller party made the 15-mile 
trip to Berwind from ‘Trinidad in 
two automobiles. On the way a long 
detour was made to pass by the site 
of the Ludlow tent colony. 
Rockefeller stopped his car for 
several minutes while his compan- 
ions pointed out to him the various 
places connected with the battle of 
Ludlow, fought April 20, 1914, be- 
tween strikers and militiamen.

Some of this criticism is 
justifiable, perhaps. I wish to meet the 
storm with face to thé front and ex- 
plain things to my friends in Plymouth 
church and the public. Let me say 
at the otuset that this statement is 
not made as an apology, for I am not 
conscious of having at any time betrayed 
the trust that my people Have reposed 
in me, 

“About 10 years ago, under tie influ- 
ence of what 1 believed was just and 
honorable, I tried to make provision 
for the future of my family and others 
dependent upon me and give certain 
young men 2 start in life. Ten years 
ago I had made a considerable sum out 
of writing and lecturing. How much 
I am ashamed to mention in view of the 
little wages of the working people and 
the poor. 

Has Enough to Pay Debts. 

“For some years all went well. Then 
came the panic of 1907. I had made 
myself indirectly responsible. Six years 
ago I set myself to the task of seeing 
that no one should. suffer loss but my- 
self. In the providence of God I have 
now enough to pay off all debts, so 
that I hope to begin life anew, without 
rroperty, but, also, without Cebts. 

“No minister has any right, perhaps, 
to engage in business matters. One of 
the reasons for this statement is my 
feeling that to some students of the- 
ology who have read my books.and have

example, my influence has not ‘beer

STONE FOR EXTRA SESSION OF

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2%.—Senator 
Stone, who arrived here yesterday and 
will spend several days looking for a 
house for himself and family for next 
winter, said he had “no other special 

purpose in Washington.” . 

“While here I will see the President 
pay my respects,“ he said. The Pres- 
ident did not call me to Washington. 
The last time I was here I went over 
the proposition of a special session 
with the President and told him that 1 
favored the calling together of the Sen- 
ate for the consideration of the Co- 
lombia and Nicaraguan treaties. These 
treaties are on the executive calendar 
and should be voted upon and either 
ratified or rejected. I still favor ac- 
tion. 

“There is another-thing—the modifica- 
tion of the rules of the Senate. A spe- 
cial committee has deen at work 
formulating a program to curtail de- 
bate to the extent of stopping sense- 
less filibustefs in the Senate.

GOVERNMENT-OWNED UTILITIES 
The decision of the Postoffice Department to 
take over the contracts for transferring mails 
in St. Louis, performing the service with Gov- 
ernmentowned automobiles, followed certain in- 
teresting developments in New York. 

It was found that the Cassidy Postal Transfer 
Service Co., which had the contracts in New 
York City, had been defrauding the department 
of about $125,000 a year by charging extra 
mileage. Similar frauds were also suspected in 
Boston. 

Succeeding this discovery it was found that 
the Cassidy company had planned a practical 
monopoly of mail transferring in the larger cen- 
ters, submitting bids in St. Louis, Chicago, Min- 
neapolis and other cities. 

When the postal service is cited as an example 
of a utility efficiently operated under public 


a thousand and one other essentials of the serv- 

ice have heretofore been supplied by contract. 
The Government assumes directly itself only 

such responsibilities as clerical work in post- 


by city and rural carriers, the long range and not 
always efficient supervision from the Washing- 
ton department. These are minimized as minor 
details of the service. 

Government transfer of mails in St. Louis will 
save $50,000 or $60,000 a year, as compared with 
contract transfer, and will have other advan- 
tages. The tendency in the future should look 
to Government performance wherever practica] 
in the postal service of the Government's own 
activities and functions. 
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A lot of great Generals have been decorated, 
but at the end the biggest decoration will be 
pinned to Gen. Bankruptcy. 
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SMASH CITY AND STATE NEPOTISM. 

Alderman Eilers’ bill prohibiting nepotism is 
needed te supplement existing provisions of law 
designed to place all city appointments on a 
strict basis of merit. 

No doubt can exist as to the public’s desire for 
legislation of this character. From Kansas City 
to St. Louis and from the Iowa line to the 
Arkansas line a storm of furious criticism ‘i 
directed at the Jefferson City department heads 
who thriftily unload their relatives onto the 
State payrolls. 

The abuse is at least as flagrant in city as in 
State affairs. In fact, it has been found that the 
St. Louis city payroll is besprinkled with the 
names of no less than eight different members 
of the same family, all Koelns. The Kiels are 
also well represented in city jobs. This rather out- 
classes anything the most audacious Jefferson 
City politicians have dared to do with the pub- 
o money of the State. 

The people have no idea of electing a whole 
family to office in giving one member of it an 


appointive job, it should not mean that all his 
relatives are to get subordinate jobs in his de- 
partment. 

The Eilers bill makes nepotism a crime pun- 
ishable by forfeiture of office and heavy fine. 
This vigorous, man-size way of dealing with the 
evil suggests the kind of law the next Legislature 
should pass to end the disgraceful nepotism 
scandal in the Statehouse. 
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Wilson has tried to be right and to do right. 
It is wiser to toast him than to roast him. 
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CARRANZA'S CLAIMS. 

If Carranza can demonstrate that he, with the 
support of the Constitutionalist armies, is capable 
of controlling the situation in Mexico, his claims 
to recognition will be very strong. Wholly aside 
from his personality, the rest is whether he has 
the power to establish and maintain a national 
government. In the fluctuations of civil war, 
provinces and cities have so frequently changed 
hands as to leave the question in doubt. With 
the weakening of the resistance of the other fac- 
tions, he comes nearer today to dominating the 
situation than at any time since he split with 
Villa. 

To look too closely into the regularity to the 
title of a victorious leader in Mexico in the cir- 
cumstances is likely to lead to prolonged con- 
ditions of anarchy. For the restoration of peace 
it is necessary that some man shall develop the 
strength to rule Mexico that is an essential pre- 
liminary to the establishing of a permanent gov- 
ernment and the enforcing of law and order. 

Constitutional forms wait on military success, 
and Carransa, as First Chief or with whatever 
title may gratify his vanity, should soon be in 
a position to offer the facts as his best argu- 
ments if his Generals continue upon their present 
course. ‘
